Stony Plain RCMP seized a cache of 
weapons and drugs last Friday after a 
search of a rural residence just north of 
the town. 

“We’re never going to alleviate the en¬ 
tire drug problem in Stony Plain, but this 
is a significant amount,” said Const. Ja- 
nine Peter of the Stony Plain detachment. 

“Given the firepower of the weapons 
seized, we’re very happy to have taken 
that off the street, even from a public 
safety point of view.” 

As a result of the bust, 49-year-old 
Glenn Frimen Tremblay of Stony Plain 
was charged with 21 counts related to 
firearms offences. He was also charged 
with possession of marijuana and posses¬ 
sion of hash for the purpose of trafficking 
and possession of property obtained by 
crime. Tremblay was released on $15,000 
cash bail and is due to appear in Stony 
Plain Provincial Court on Aug. 25.

Extracting, timing and ac¬ 
curacy are words usually 
common in a science labo¬ 
ratory. However, a barista 
will tell you all those tech¬ 
niques are crucial to mak¬ 
ing a great-tasting cup of 
joe.

A spokesman for the 
New York City jails con¬ 
firms Steven Slater was re¬ 
leased on bail last night. 

Slater wore a slight 
smile yesterday as he was 
led into a Queens, N.Y., 
courtroom to be ar¬ 
raigned on charges of 
criminal mischief, reck¬ 
less endangerment and 
trespassing. 

JetBlue Airways re¬ 


moved him from duty 
pending the investigation; 
the airline declined to 
comment on the specifics 
of the flight from Pitts¬ 
burgh to Kennedy Airport. 

Police and prosecutors 
said Slater, a 38-year-old 
airline industry veteran. 


lost his temper Monday 
afternoon after a dispute 
with a passenger, then 
fled the parked jet by de¬ 
ploying the emergency 
chute and walking across 
the tarmac to an unlocked 
door that led to the street.

Jury selection 
begins in Khadr 
war-crimes trial 


The judge in Omar Khadr’s 
war-crimes trial has told 
the panel of U.S. military 
officers on the jury panel 
that the accused is pre¬ 
sumed innocent unless 
proven otherwise. 

Col. Patrick Parrish told 
the potential jurors: “It is 
vitally important that you 
keep an open mind about 
this trial.” 

Canadian-born Khadr 
was in court for the jury 
selection. 

Wearing a medium-grey 
suit and tie, instead of the 
usual white prison uni¬ 
form, he watched as the 
instructions were given 
yesterday morning. 

Parrish told the panel 
that to convict, jurors must 
have “no reasonable doubt” 
as to guilt but needn’t have 
“mathematical certainty.” 

Parrish also told them 
they would be able to ask 
questions of witnesses 
through him, but that he 
would decide if the ques¬ 
tions were legally appro¬ 
priate. 


Khadr faces five 
charges, including murder 
in the death of U.S. special 
forces Sgt. Chris Speer. The 
Pentagon alleges Khadr 
threw a hand grenade that 
killed Speer in Afghanistan 
in July 2002. 

Khadr was 15 years old 
at the time. Parrish said ju¬ 
rors could take into ac¬ 
count Khadr’s age as part 
of the evidence in deciding 
on his guilt. 

The Toronto-born Cana¬ 
dian is the youngest in¬ 
mate at Guantanamo Bay 
and the lone westerner 
among more than 170 de¬ 
tainees. 

His age at the time of 
the alleged offences has al¬ 
so been a legal and emo¬ 
tional flashpoint for 
human-rights groups who 
argue he should have been 
treated as a child soldier. 

Parrish cleared the way 
for the trial to begin after 
denying all defence efforts 
to exclude Khadr’s confes¬ 
sions as the product of tor¬ 
ture. THE CANADIAN PRESS

Storms 
delay final 
plugging

Approaching storms 
forced crews to suspend 
drilling the final stretch of 
a relief well aimed at 
shooting a permanent un¬ 
derground plug into BP’s 
damaged oil well in the 
Gulf of Mexico, the govern¬ 
ment's point man for the 
disaster said yesterday. 

Retired Coast Guard 
Adm. Thad Allen said the 
suspension could mean a 
delay of two or three days 
in completing the relief 
well, one of the last steps 
toward ending any threat 
from the well that spewed 
more than 757 million 
litres of oil over three 
months before a 
temporary cap sealed it in 
mid-July. 

Crews will pop in a tem¬ 
porary plug to keep what 
they’ve drilled so far safe, 
but they won’t send work¬ 
ers back to land. They 
have about nine metres 
left to drill. 

No oil has spilled since 
the temporaiy cap was 
mounted on top of the bro¬ 
ken well and closed in mid-

Website allows 
students to bet 
on their grades 

O Site hopes to attract 3,600 students this academic 
year O Whether they win will be up to themselves 


A new website is taking 
wagers from students at 
U.S. colleges who want to 
bet on their own grades. 

Just as Las Vegas sports 
books set odds on sporting 
events, Ultrinsic will pay 
top dollar for A’s, a little 
less for the more likely 
outcome of a B average or 
better, and so on. 

Students can also wager 
they will fail a class by buy¬ 
ing what Ultrinsic calls 
“grade insurance.” 

The site is taking wa¬ 
gers from students at 36 
colleges nationwide start¬ 
ing this month. 

CEO Steven Wolf insists 
this is not online gam¬ 
bling, which is technically 
illegal in the United States, 
because wagers with Ul¬ 
trinsic involve skill. 

“The students have 100 
per cent control over it, 
over how they do. Other 
people’s stuff you bet on 


— your own stuff you in¬ 
vest in,” Wolf says. 

“ Everything’s true 

about it, I’m just trying to 
say that the underlying 
concept is a little bit more 
than just making a bet — 
it’s actually an incentive.” 

Here’s how Wolf says 
the website works: A stu¬ 
dent registers, uploads his 
or her schedule and gives 
Ultrinsic access to official 
school records. 

The New York-based site 
then calculates odds based 
on the student’s college 
history and any informa¬ 
tion it can dig up on the 
difficulty of each class, the 
topic and other factors. 

The student decides 
how much to wager up to 
a cap, that starts at $25 
and increases with use. 

Colleges may not be 
able to limit use of Ultrin¬ 
sic.

Fed acts to 

support 

recovery 

As recently as two 
months ago, the Federal 
Reserve sounded 
optimistic about the 
economic recovery. Now 
the U.S. central bank is 
clearly more worried, 
and economists say 
there is not much more 
it can do to help. 

The Fed said 
yesterday that it would 
spend a relatively small 
amount of money — 
about $10 billion a 
month — buying 
government debt. The 
move is designed to 


drive interest rates on 
mortgages and 
corporate borrowing at 
least a little lower and 
help the economy grow 
faster. 

In a statement after a 
one-day meeting, the 
Fed said the pace of the 
recoveiy “has slowed in 
recent months.” After 
its last meeting in late 
June, the Fed was rosier, 
saying that the recovery 
was “proceeding” and 
the job market actually 
improving. 

The decision to buy 
government debt was a 
shift from early this 
year when the Fed was 
laying out plans to roll 
back some of the meas¬ 
ures it took during the 
financial crisis.

Housing starts slid last 
month to the lowest level 
of home building activity 
seen since the start of the 
year, said TD Bank econo¬ 
mist Dina Cover. 

“Existing home sales 
have been trending down 
since the start of this 
year,” she wrote in a re¬ 
port. 

The number of new 
home starts fell to 189,200 
last month, with the drop 
led by a decline in single¬ 
unit homes, according to 
figures released yesterday 
by Canada Mortgage and

TALIBAN KILLING AFGHANS: UN 


The number of Afghan civil¬ 
ians killed or injured in the 
war soared 31 per cent in 
the first six months of the 
year, with Taliban bombings 
and assassinations largely 
responsible for the rise, the 
United Nations reported 
yesterday. 

Hidden bombs and suicide attacks 
are killing and maiming so many 
Afghans that Amnesty 
International urged the Afghan 
government to seek prosecution 
of Taliban leaders for war crimes. 
Women and children are increas¬ 
ingly bearing the brunt of the 
conflict — even as NATO restrains 
the use of force on the battlefield. 

The UN report found the num¬ 
ber of deaths and injuries caused 
by NATO and Afghan government 
forces dropped by 30 per cent 


compared with the 
first six months of last 
year, largely a result 
of curbs on the use of 
air power and heavy 
weapons. 

But the overall 
sharp rise in deaths 
and injuries indicate the war is 
growing ever more violent, 
undermining the coalition’s aim 
of improving security for ordinaiy 
Afghans in the face of a virulent 
Taliban insurgency. 

Violence has paralyzed life in 
much of the countiy, especially 
the south, where many people 
are afraid to work with the 
Afghan government, run a busi¬ 
ness or travel. The last two 
months have seen record death 
tolls for U.S. and NATO forces on 
the battlefield. 

“The human cost of this 
conflict is unfortunately rising,” 


said Staffan De Mistu- 
ra, the top UN envoy 
in Afghanistan. “We 
are veiy concerned 
about the future 
because the human 
cost is being paid too 
heavily by civilians. 
This report is a wake-up call.” 

According to the UN report, at 
least 1,271 Afghans were killed 
and 1,997 were injured — most¬ 
ly from bombings — in the first 
six months of the year. The UN 
said the figures represented a 31 
per cent increase in civilian 
deaths and injuries over the 
same period last year. 

The UN said the Taliban and 
their allies were responsible for 
76 per cent of all civilian deaths 
and injuries. The report 
attributed the rise to greater Tal¬ 
iban use of larger and more 
sophisticated hidden bombs 


throughout the country and a 95 
per cent increase in targeted 
assassinations. 

An updated Taliban code of 
conduct distributed to 
insurgents in southern 
Afghanistan this month urged 
their fighters to avoid killing 
civilians, suggesting the militant 
leadership is also sensitive to a 
possible public backlash among 
their support base. 

However, the Taliban consider 
anyone who works for or shows 
support for the Afghan 
government and its international 
partners to be traitors and legiti¬ 
mate targets for death. Roadside 
bombs intended for NATO 
convoys often strike civilian vehi¬ 
cles instead. Suicide attacks in 
outdoor markets and other public 
places routinely end up killing or 
maiming civilians. 
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“Targeting of 
civilians is a war 
crime, plain and 
simple.”

endorse war. Like a docu- 
mentaiy, Eminem and Ri¬ 
hanna’s collaboration 
bring to light an issue that 
is often thrown into the 
background in the face of 
other issues. If somebody 
draws motivation to be 
abusive, that is not the 
fault of the artist, but the 
failure of the individual 
and the social system.

The boy wizard Harry Pot¬ 
ter learned the basics of 
magic at one, the ghost of 
a headless nobleman 
haunts another and you 
can get married in a third. 

We’re talking castles 
here, the splendid and 
richly varied castles of 
Northumberland, Eng¬ 
land’s northernmost 
county. 

Rebellion, battles and 
bloodshed have been 
played out on Northum¬ 
berland’s soil for hun¬ 
dreds of years. 

The days of warfare 
against the invading 
hordes of Scots, Vikings 


and endless others are 
thankfully long gone, but 
the legacy is a glorious 
network of castles, with 
secrets and tales for 
tourists to discover be¬ 
hind almost every stone. 

In the market town of 
Alnwick you’ll find a cas¬ 
tle that may seem strange¬ 
ly familiar. It had a 
starring role in two of the 
Harry Potter movies as 
Hogwarts School and has 
also featured in TV come¬ 
dy shows including Black- 
adder and the historical 
movie Elizabeth. 

Alnwick Castle has 
been home to the Percys, 
the Earls and Dukes of 
Northumberland, since 
1309 and the current 
Duke and Duchess still 
live there. Younger visi-

tors get the chance to 
dress up as medieval 
knights, while older 
guests may prefer one of 
the regular Shakespeare 
performances staged in 
the castle grounds on 
summer evenings. 

Nine miles east of Al¬ 
nwick, beside the North 
Sea, lie the eerie ruins of 
Dunstanburgh Castle. It’s 
a 600-year-old fortress 
built by Earl Thomas of 
Lancaster, a cousin of King 
Edward II. Thomas was ex¬ 
ecuted in 1322 for leading 


a rebellion against the 
King and it took his execu¬ 
tioner 11 blows to chop 
off his head with an axe. 
Thomas’ tortured ghost is 
said to haunt the ruins 
carrying his mutilated 
head in his arms. 

If you miss seeing head¬ 
less Thomas as you hike 
through the ruins, make 
sure you don’t miss out on 
the fabulous crab soup 
and sandwiches served up 
at the Jolly Fisherman pub 
in the nearby village of 
Craster. 

Those who like their 
castles with a touch of ro¬ 
mance won’t want to miss 
a visit to the hugely at¬ 
mospheric Lindisfarne 
Castle. 

It’s an Elizabethan fort 
built in 1550. It is set on 


Holy Island, a rocky crag 
three miles off the coast 
of Northumberland that is 
only accessible twice a day 
when the North Sea is at 
low tide. Ignore the tide 
times at your peril as 
you’ll have to face the em¬ 
barrassment of being res¬ 
cued by the lifeboat crew 
from the nearby village of 
Seahouses. 

At low tide couples hap¬ 
py to splash out the £750 
($1,224) fee can get mar¬ 
ried in Lindisfarne Cas¬ 
tle’s beautiful barrel 
vaulted drawing room, 
known as the “Ship 
Room.”

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Federer ends layoff with victory 


Roger Federer was not as 
dominant as Canadians 
fans might remember, but 
his performance last night 
was still good enough to 
earn him a victory and 
maintain hope for a third 
Rogers Cup championship. 

The 29-year-old Swiss 
master shook pesky Argen¬ 
tine challenger Juan Igna¬ 
cio Chela with a 7-6, 6-3 
win on centre court. It was 
Federer's first competitive 
match since his quarter-fi¬ 
nal loss at Wimbledon ear¬ 


lier this summer. 

Federer, ranked No. 3 on 
the ATP World Tour, al¬ 
lowed Chela back into the 
first set, before prevailing 
in the tiebreaker. He was 
not as generous in the sec¬ 
ond set, which lasted 34 
minutes. 

Federer won the Canadi¬ 
an tournament in 2004, 
and won it again two years 
later. He had a 22-6 career 
record in Canada heading 
into play yesterday. 

His victory is also a boon 


for the event promoters, 
who can still dream of see¬ 
ing Federer face world No. 
1 Rafael Nadal in the final. 
Nadal will play his first 
match in the singles draw 
today. 

The tournament lost one 
big name yesterday when it 
was announced American 
Andy Roddick had with¬ 
drawn with an undisclosed 
illness.

Lengthy contracts 
under investigation 


O Bruins say Savard deal has been 
under scrutiny since it was signed 
O Three others could be rejected 


The National Hockey 
League’s investigation of 
four registered contracts 
was in full force before ar¬ 
bitrator Richard Bloch 
ruled in favour of the 
league’s decision to reject 
Ilya Kovalchuk’s 17-year 
deal with New Jersey. 

The Boston Bruins re¬ 
leased a statement yester¬ 
day saying the league has 
been examining Marc 
Savard’s $28-million US, 
seven-year extension since 
it was signed on Dec. 1. 

“The league informed 
us upon their registration 
of the contract... that they 
would be investigating the 
circumstances surround¬ 
ing this contract,” Bruins 
GM Peter Chiarelli said in 
a release. “From that 
point on, they com¬ 
menced their investiga¬ 
tion and it has been 
ongoing since then. On 


August 4, I met with two 
league appointed lawyers 
as part of the investiga¬ 
tion. 

“We will continue to co¬ 
operate with the league in 
any future investigative 
proceedings if necessary.” 

Savard’s deal was one 
of four mentioned in 
Bloch’s ruling Monday 
that could be struck down 
by the NHL. The others be¬ 
long to Vancouver 
Canucks goalie Roberto 
Luongo, Philadelphia Fly¬ 
ers defenceman Chris 
Pronger and Chicago 
Blackhawks winger Mari¬ 
an Hossa. 

All four long-term deals 
will take the players into 
their 40s and feature 
salaries which drop 
sharply in the later years 
of the agreement, reduc¬ 
ing the overall salary cap

For two generations, the 
Kia Sportage was a com¬ 
pact SUV with a built-in 
connection to the average 
Canadian shopper after 
ruggedness, flexibility and 
a good overall deal. 

Now entering its third 
generation, the 2011 model 
is hitting dealer lots with 
even more of the sensible,

For its latest iteration, 
the German-designed, Ko¬ 
rean-built Sportage has 
been designed for higher- 
than-ever levels of style 
and value, and the ability 
to tackle most any driving 
our continent’s craggy 
North might throw its 
way. 

I recently spent two days 
and several hundred kilo¬ 
metres driving the now-on- 
sale 2011 Kia Sportage 
from Whitehorse to Skag- 
way, Alaska, and back.

When you’re trying to ma¬ 
noeuvre your vehicle into 
a tight space, visibility is 
eveiything — but it isn’t 
always easy to see every¬ 
thing around you when 
you’re sitting inside a tall 
SUV. 

Rearview cameras help, 
but Infiniti takes it a step 
beyond with its Around 
View Monitor. 

The system, which pro¬ 
vides several images in¬ 
cluding a bird’s-eye view, 
is available on the EX35, 
FX35, FX50 and QX56. It 
was designed by Sony and 


uses that company’s soft¬ 
ware to integrate the pic¬ 
tures taken by cameras on 
the outside of the vehicle 
into the overall “top- 
down” view. 

“Instead of just having a 
rearview camera behind 
you, there are four cameras: 
one in each mirror, one at 
the front in the grille, and 
one at the rear,” says Ian 
Forsyth, director of corpo¬ 
rate planning for Nissan 
Canada. 

“The images are integrat¬ 
ed into a picture of your ve¬ 
hicle as if you were standing 
above it.” 

The four super-wide- 
angle cameras enable the 
driver to “see” down the 
entire length of the vehicle, 
and their high resolution 
provides a clear colour pic-

ture. The range is about 
three metres to the front 
and rear, and about one 
metre on each side. The 
system works at speeds of 
up to about 10 km/h, and 
includes parking distance 
sensors that warn if the 
driver is getting too close to 
an object, such as a pole or 
another car. 

While rearview cameras 
have been around for a 


while, the ability to pro¬ 
vide multiple views allows 
drivers to customize the 
screen to see specific areas. 
The driver can choose the 
bird’s-eye, front or rear, or 
a view of the passenger 
side. As with many 
rearview cameras, the In¬ 
finiti system includes an 
overlay of the vehicle’s 
path, which assists when 
backing into a parking 
space. “If you turn the 
wheel, it will give you a 
projection of where the ve¬ 
hicle is going to go,” 
Forsyth says. By customiz¬ 
ing the screen to show 
both the rear view with ve¬ 
hicle path, and the bird’s- 
eye, the driver has a clear 
indication of the parking 
space and the best way to 
centre the vehicle in it. 



SMELLS LIKE

When it comes to alternative energy sources 
for transportation, electricity seems to be the 
rising star, at least for the moment. 


ut in Britain 
this month, a 
stock VW Bee¬ 
tle was show¬ 
cased, one 
that was hap¬ 
pily running around on a 
fuel sourced from human 
poo poo... 

The firm, GENeco, who 
concocted the fuel, noted 
that previously this type 
of methane “biogas” ooz¬ 
ing from the sewage of a 
human waste treatment 
plant wasn’t “clean 
enough” to run properly 
in a normal vehicle. 
GENeco figured out a way 
to make it work (using mi¬ 
cro-bugs, hence the 
choice of the “Bug” test 
vehicle), and now claims 
that this fuel could be a vi¬ 
able way of powering cars 
in the future. 

Well, whether this 
thing flies, or ends up 
back from where it came, 
the toilet, the “Poo Bug” 
is nonetheless an 
excellent reminder that 
the internal combustion 
engine can burn lots of 
different “gases,” and 
that many of these gases 
are plentiful and clean. 

Here then, is a brief 
snapshot of alternative 
gases that are working 
their way into our future. 

Clean Petroleum Diesel 

Modem turbo-diesel 


engines running on the 
new “low sulphur” diesel 
fuel can be 30 per cent 
more fuel efficient than 
comparably powered gas 
engines. While they are al¬ 
so cleaner in some 
regards, they require more 
elaborate emission 
systems. Another 
downside: North 
American refineries are 
currently set up to 
produce way more 
gasoline than diesel for 
any given barrel of oil. 

Biodiesel 

Diesel can also be made 
from animal fat and/or 
vegetable oil. Not only is 
this the best smelling fuel 
on the planet, it contains 
no sulphur, so is very 
clean. Downsides: 
Contains less energy than 
petroleum diesel; Limited 
supply, though research is 
being done to see if large 
amounts can be sourced 
from algae. 

Ethanol 

When com-based ethanol 
is blended with gasoline, 
at an 85:15 ratio, you get a 
fuel called E85. It’s renew¬ 
able and powerful. And 
clean too, until you consid¬ 
er all the energy and emis¬ 
sions entailed with 
producing and distilling 
com. It’s more efficient 
and cleaner to make 
ethanol from sugarcane.

owners in the industry. 

The last-generation Jeep 
TJ was on sale from 1997 
through 2005 model years, 
and offered up two doors, 
two rows of seating and 
standard four-wheel drive. 
It’s not exactly a family 
hauler, but did offer plenty 
of fun for mom, dad and 
two kids as needed. Add in 
the removable roof and 
proven off-road prowess, 
and it’s no wonder TJ own¬ 
ers say it’s the most four- 
wheeled fun possible for 
the price. 

Power came from a 2.5 
litre four-cylinder engine 
with 110 to 120 horsepow¬ 
er, as well as a 2.4 litre unit 
from 2003 and on. Jeep’s fa¬ 
mous four-litre straight-six 
engine was on board op¬ 
tionally, offering 190 horse¬ 
power and virtually 
bulletproof reliability. 

Like its ride, TJ’s power- 
plants are far from pinna¬ 


cles of refinement — but 
they’re known to be highly 
effective and tough as 
nails. 

What Owners Like 

As expected, the TJ’s 
most bragged-about attrib¬ 
ute is its off-road ability,
